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FOREWORD 


This booklet provides a general overview of Ontario’s trade 
with the world in 1985. 


International trade makes an indispensable contribution to the 
health of Ontario’s economy, helping to employ close to a 
million provincial residents. 


In 1985, the value of Ontario’s two-way merchandise trade with 
other countries reached a record $125 billion. Commerce with 
the U:S. accounted for more than four fifths or this total. 


The first part of the booklet underscores the principal trends 
and developments characterizing Ontario’s international trade 
relations in 1985. The second section provides detailed 
statistical information on commerce between Ontario and more 
than 150 countries around the world. 


Unless indicated otherwise, all statistical tabulations are 
based on information supplied by Statistics Canada. Figures are 
reported on a customs basis. The terms Ontario exports and 
Ontario imports as used in the text and the statistical 
section are defined below: 


Ontario Exports--Canadian exports (including re-exports) 
reported With Ontario” as ther Province of (origin or 
lading.

TRADE DEVELOPMENTS, 1985 


I. THE WORLD 


Although the world enjoyed a third year 
of increased industrial activity, the 
environment in 1985 was generally less 
conducive to the rapid growth of 
Ontario’s export trade than in 1984. 
The volume of world exports rose just 
three per cent in year-over-year terms 
VonCo2-6.0tri bikion.) GAS noted? in Chart 
I, the value of merchandise trade in 
1985 was approximately eight times the 
level in 1970.

At the international level, 1985 was 


characterized by a number of key devel- 
opments. The year brought renewed down- 
wards pressure on crude petroleum pri- 
ces and saw the re-awakening of serious 
concern about the debt burden facing 
the world’s developing nations. 


Closer to home, 1985 also saw occurren- 
ces of major significance. The federal 
government made a formal request to the 
United States during the year to ini- 
tiate negotiations on a free trade 
agreement. Such an arrangement could

Protectionism remained a potent force 
in 1985. Concern about links between 
trade policy and the jobless rate domin- 
ated decision-making in the United 
States and in key overseas markets for 
Ontario products and services. 


As noted previously, economic condi- 
tions in most major Ontario markets 
were less robust in 1985 than the pre- 
vious year. The deceleration in the 
pace of economic expansion was par- 
ticularly evident in the United 
States. A further widening of the cur- 
rent account deficit coupled with dim- 
inished consumption and investment 
growth contributed to a pronounced 
weakening of American economic per- 
formance in 1985. The rise of U.S. 
real GNP amounted to 2.2 per cent. 
This was well below the exceptionally 
strong 6.6 per cent growth of real 
output experienced in 1984. 


United States imports amounted to 
US$362 billion (C$494 billion) in 1985, 
up 6 per cent from the previous year. 
Chart II compares American imports in 
1985 with those of a number of other 
important trading countries. 


In the United States, the strongest eco- 
nomic performance was experienced by 
the Southeast and Southwestern regions 
in 1985. The Northeast and Great Lakes 
regions with which Ontario has strong

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trade ties lagged behind other U.S. 
regions in growth and business 
dynamism. 


Conditions in Western Europe remained 
generally comparable in 1985 to the pre- 
ceding year. Positive but not overly 
strong expansion continued to charac- 
terize developments in most major coun- 
tries. The real rate of growth of the 
four leading economies averaged 2 1/4 
per cent, compared with the 2.4 per 
cent rise recorded in 1984. 


Stronger private consumption expendi- 
tures and export growth continued to 
fuel the modest expansion of production 
and output in Western Europe in 1985. 
The value of Western Europe’s imports, 
including internal EEC trade, amounted 
to C$1.1 trillion, up from C$969 bil- 
lion in 1984. 


The United Kingdom outperformed most 
other Western European countries in the 
economic sphere during 1985. Real GDP 
rose by 3.2 per cent, the strongest 
industrial performance among the major 
countries of the region. 


France’s economy grew by 1.3 per cent 
in real terms, while West Germany’s 


real GDP advanced 2 1/4 per cent. 
Italy’s imports expanded by 7.3 per 
cent in 1985, the second highest growth 
of any nation in the world. Sweden’s 
spending on foreign goods also rose 
sharply. 


Canada’s dollar declined in value rela- 
tive to the major Western European cur- 
rencies in 1985, which should help 
improve the competitiveness of our 
exports. 


The Pacific Rim plays an increasingly 
significant role in the global economy, 
with trade across the Pacific Ocean now 
outpacing commerce crossing the 
Atlantic. 


A broad range of economic, political 
and industrial developments resulted in 
divergent economic trends among the 
countries of the Pacific Rim in 1985. 


Japan’s economy continued to perform 
robustly. Stronger private investment, 
consumer expenditure and export demand 
contributed to a year-over-year rise of 
5 per cent in real GDP. Lower prices 
for petroleum imports and increased 
exports pushed the current account sur- 
plus to a record C$66 billion, leading 
to further pressures for import liberal - 
ization from Japan’s trading partners. 


The*-output of “Chinas amereasingly 
market-oriented economy climbed by a 
striking 12 per cent in real terms in 
1985. Merchandise imports were valued 
at. €355 billion in 1965; a.55 per cent 
increase over 1984. China’s rapid mo- 
dernization has been accompanied by the 
growth of commercial ties with other 
countries. 


Australia experienced a further year of 
solid economic expansion. However, 
conditions were weaker in New Zealand 
where the introduction of austerity 
measures triggered a significant re- 
duction in the economic growth rate. 


Despite some moderation in the pace of 
economic expansion, South Korea’s eco- 
nomy continued to grow at a compara- 
tively rapid rate in 1985. Political 


developments, weaknesses in rubber, 
tin, shipbuilding and the slower growth 
of exports to the United States resul- 
ted in less favourable economic condi- 
tions in the Philippines, Indonesia and 
Singapore. 


Weak commodity markets and austerity 
measures imposed by external creditors 
generally constrained the growth of 
Latin America’s imports in 1985. Lower 
energy prices hampered Venezuela and 
Mexico’s performance, while helping 
Brazil’s economy to grow 7.4 per cent 
in real terms from the previous year. 


Weaker world oil markets dampened eco- 
nomic performance in the Middle Eastern 
nations, resulting in a scaling down or 
deferral of key development projects. 


Reduced hard currency earnings, in part 
linked to petroleum prices, acted to 
constrain Eastern European imports of 
technology and industrial goods from 
the Western industrial nations. 


Conditions in Africa were generally 
mixed in 1985. Kenya, Zimbabwe, and a 
number of other countries experienced 
improved economic circumstances. Condi- 
tions deteriorated in South Africa, 
however. 


The volume of world trade in manufac- 
tured goods was 5 per cent higher in 
1985 than the previous year. World 
trade in manufactured products con- 
tinued to perform more strongly than 
other components of global commerce. 
Trade in minerals declined by 2 per 
cent in 1985. The volume of trade in 
agricultural products also fell. 


As noted in Chart III, manufactured 
goods accounted for almost two thirds 
of global trade in, 1985.4 Innis repres- 
ents a substantial increase from 52 per 


cant. ins 1eee- Minerals, including 
fuels, accounted for 22 per cent of 
trade. Agricultural products made up 


the remaining 13 per cent of world 
commerce.

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II. CANADA 


Canada’s two-way trade with other 
countries amounted to a record $224 
Dan Ti0n- im 0985. Chart IV, below, 
traces the growth of Canada’s export 
and import trade since 1970.

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The value of Canadian exports amounted 
to $119 billion on a customs basis, 6 
per cent higher than in 1984. Higher 
exports to the U.S.A. and sales of for- 
est products and energy-related pro- 


ducts contributed to the expansion of 
Canada’s shipments abroad. 


The United States accounted for a re- 
cord 78 per cent of Canada’s exports to 
other countries in 1985, up from 63 per 
cent in 1980. Japan retained its pos- 
ition as the second most important des- 
tination for goods shipped from Canada, 
followed in importance by the U.K. and 
China. 


Stronger demand for consumer goods and 
machinery and equipment contributed to 
the rise in the value of products 
entering Canada from other countries in 
1985. Canada imported $105 billion 
worth of goods, an increase of 9 per 
cent from the preceding year. Over 70 
per cent of Canada’s imports originated 
in the United States. 


The automotive sector continued to 
dominate Canada’s trade with other 
countries. Automotive products ac- 
counted for 28 per cent of Canada’s 
exports and 31 per cent of imports in 
1985. Although Canada maintained its 
positive balance in trade in automotive 
products, the surplus was substantially 
lower than in the previous year. A 
wider parts deficit coupled with higher 
imports of assembled motor vehicles 
from offshore sources contributed to 
the deterioration in the automotive 
trade account. 


Apart from trade in the automotive 
sector, forest products, mineral fuels, 
non-ferrous metals and agricultural 
products were the top-ranked goods 
exported by Canada in 1985. Leading 
imports included autos and parts, 
machinery, agricultural products, 
mineral fuels and office equipment. 


III. ONTARIO 


A. OVERVIEW 


After providing a major stimulus to Ont- 
ario’s economy in 1984, the pace of ex- 
pansion of Ontario’s exports moderated 
considerably in 1985. As indicated by 
ite lceans Ontario sold $59.4 billion 
worth of goods to other countries, 8 
per cent more than in the previous 


year.

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Imports amounted to $65.9 billion in 
1985, an 11 per cent rise over 1984. 
The strength of the provincial economy, 
reflected in heightened investment and 
consumer demand, contributed to the 
increase in the value of goods entering 
Ontario from abroad. 


Few jurisdictions depend more heavily 
or extensively on international trade 
than Ontario does. Ontario exported 
well over $6,000 of goods for each 
provincial resident in 1985. As noted 
in Chart VI, the Province far surpassed 
West Germany, Japan, tne United States, 
and Canada as a whole in per capita 
export sales. Ontario also imports 
more in relation to its size than these 
jurisdictions.

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hore the? third “successive Vyear, .Ont- 
ario’s trade deficit increased in 1985, 
rising from $4.4 billion to $6.5 bil- 
lion. A deficit of $6.2 billion in 
high technology goods contributed to 
the overall imbalance, as noted in 
Chart VII.

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Ontario’s international trade continues 
to surpass other parts of Canada in its 
scope and magnitude. In 1985, the Pro- 
vince accounted for half of Canadian 
exports. As well, almost two thirds of 
the goods entering Canada from foreign 
countries were cleared through Ontario. 


B. EXPORTS 


Increased sales to the U.S., the con- 
tinued strength of the automotive sec- 
tor, and a rise in shipments to other 
parts of the world helped propel 
Ontario’s exports to a record $59.4 
bilivon in’ 1985. The expansion in 
Ontario’s exports compared favourably 
with the growth of Canada’s sales a- 
broad which rose by 6 per cent between 
1984 and 1985. 


Exports to the United States were up 9 
per cent in year-to-year terms to $53.9 
billion in 1985. Shipments of goods 
from Ontario to Western Europe and the 
Pacific Rim countries also increased in 
value. Economic difficulties in the 
Middle East and Latin America resulted 
in a reduced level of sales to these 
two geographic regions. 


The United States accounted for a re- 
cord 91 per cent of Ontario’s exports 
in 1985. It retained its position as 
Ontario’s top-ranked market. Exports 
to Western Europe were valued at $2.5 
billion representing a further 4.2 per 
cent of provincial sales abroad, while 
2.3 per cent of Ontario’s exports, 
valued at $1.4 billion, were destined 
for the Pacific Rim. 


Four per cent of Ontario’s exports went 
to the industrializing world in 1985. 
The balance of the goods which Ontario 
exported were destined for the indus- 
trial countries. 


Chart VIII lists Ontario’s ten

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China leaped from 26th position to 10th 
spot among Ontario’s leading markets 
between 1984 and 1985. Shipments to 
Switzerland, Austria, Spain, India, and 
Hong Kong also rose substantially in 
value. Higher exports to these nations 
were partially offset by lower sales to 
Saudi Arabia, Colombia, the Nether- 
lands, and a number of other countries. 


RATIO SCALE 


The automotive sector dominated Ontar- 
io’s trade in 1985. As indicated by 
Chart IX, top-ranked Ontario exports 
and the value of sales to other coun- 
tries during the year were passenger 
motor vehicles ($20.1 billion), auto- 
motive parts ($10.9 billion), non- 
-ferrous metals ($3.8 billion), forest 
products ($3.4 billion)... industrial 
machinery ($2.3 billion) and iron and 
steel products ($1.9 billion).

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Robust North American automotive demand 
continued to spur Ontario’s trade per- 
formance during the year. Exports of 
vehicles and parts, the largest compon- 
ent destined for the United States mar- 
ket, amounted to $31 billion. Ameri- 
can-bound shipments of automotive prod- 
ucts were up 12 per cent on a year-to- 
-year basis. Financing incentives in 
the U.S. helped maintain a high level 
of demand for North American-built ve- 
hicles in the latter part of 1985 and 
contributed to the strength of Ontar- 
i0’s automotive sector. 


Ontario’s forestry exports rose 5 per 
cent to $3.4 billion in 1985. The in- 
crease reflected stronger shipments of 
both paper and lumber products. Favour- 
able investment conditions in other 
countries and the lower value of 
Canada’s dollar contributed to a 5 per 
cent increase in exports of industrial 
machinery. 


Shipments of aircraft and parts from 
Ontario to other countries rose by over 
40 per cent in 1985. Improved airline 
profitability, defence offsets and the 
marketing of new products helped the 
industry expand its exports substan- 


tially. Exports of steel products, 
office equipment and food and agri- 
cultural products exhibited positive 
growth, while weak prices for copper 
and other metals continued to hamper 
trade in the non-ferrous sector. 

C. IMPORTS 

Ontario’s imports were valued at $65.9 
billion in 1985, 11 per cent more than 
the preceding year. Outpacing the rise 
in exports, stronger outlays for impor- 
ted goods resulted in a substantial 
increase in Ontario’s foreign trade 
dehici t. 


As in 1984, the growth of demand for im- 
ported goods was partly linked to the 
improved performance of Ontario’s econo- 
my which resulted in higher spending by 
consumers and businesses. 


A rise in the value of motor vehicles 
and parts entering Ontario from abroad 
accounted for about two thirds of the 
increase in Ontario’s imports between 
1984 and 1985. Stronger investment 
activity, which sparked a 20 per cent 
increase in imports of industrial mach- 
inery, also contributed to higher 
demand for foreign-made goods. 


The slowdown in the computer sector 
translated into an 8 per cent drop in 
imports of office equipment. However, 
demand for imported steel, aircraft and 
aircraft parts showed substantial year- 
-over-year growth. 


As noted in Chart X, Ontario’s leading 
imports in 1985 were automotive parts 
($16.3 billion), motor vehicles ($9.8 


billion), industrial machinery ($4.4 
billion) ee ,0fhice machimery mti3c6 
billion) and food and agricultural 


products ($2.9 billion).

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Fully manufactured goods continued to 
make up the largest component of Ontar- 
i10’s purchases from abroad, accounting 
for more than three quarters of the 
Province’s imports. In 1985, Ontario 
imported a record $48.7 billion of ful- 
ly manufactured products from sources 
outside Canada. About a third of these 
goods were of a highly technological 
nature. 


The United States was Ontario’s leading 
supplier of imports in 1985. Products 
Originating in the U.S. accounted for 
over four fifths of the goods entering 
Ontario from abroad. Ontario retained 
its position as the world’s best custo- 
mer for American-made goods. The value 
of Ontario’s imports significantly

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D. REGIONAL HIGHLIGHTS 


This section provides a more detailed 
review of Ontario’s trade with a number 
of key regions in 1985: 


United States 


Retaining its position as Ontario’s 
leading export market, the United 
States accounted for $53.9 billion of 
provincial exports in 1985. Shipments 
to the U.S. were 9% per cent higher 
than a year earlier. Products destined 
for the U.S. represented 91 per cent of 
Ontario’s export trade in 1985. This 
compares with 77 per cent in 1980. 
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The increasing focus of Ontario’s trade 
on the U.S. reflects a number of for- 
ces. The rapid growth of American 
import spending, strong recovery of the 
North American motor vehicle sector and 
exchange rate shifts have all played a 
contributing role. 


Ontario exported $30.4 billion of auto- 
motive products to the United States in 
1985, up from $27.1 billion in the pre- 
ceding year. The automotive industry 
accounted for 56 per cent of Ontario’s 
shipments to and 45 per cent of imports 
from’ the UgS. in 1985. 


Other leading Ontario exports to the 
United States in 1985 were forest 
products ($3.3 billion), non-ferrous 
metals “($2.5 ‘Dillion. tndusty ial 
machinery ($1.9 billion), iron & steel 
products ($1.8 billion), and food and 
agricultural products ($1.3 billion). 


Apart from the automotive sector, a 
number of other sectors of Ontario’s 
economy benefited from stronger U.S. 
demand. Exports of industrial machin- 
ery rose 9 per cent on the continued 
strength of U.S. investment spending. 
Shipments to the U.S. of iron and steel 
products, food and agricultural pro- 
ducts, chemicals, and office equipment 
also increased in value. 


The Great Lakes States remained the 
leading destination for U.S.-bound ship- 
ments of goods from Ontario in 1985. 
Exports to the Great Lakes region were 
valued at $38 billion. Shipments to 
the region accounted for 65 per cent of 
the value of exports of Ontario pro- 
ducts ito the UcSe rin 1985. 


The South Atlantic region which import- 
ed $3 billion of goods from the Pro- 
vince was the second leading market for 
Ontario goods. 


Ontario imported $55 billion worth of 
products from the United States in 
1985. Top-ranked imports included auto 
($15.2 billion), motor vehicles 
billion), industrial machinery 
billion), and office equipment 
billion. 


Western Europe 


Ontario’s exports to Western Europe 
amounted to $2.5 billion in 1985. 
Western Europe ranks second only to the 
U.S. in terms of its importance as a 
market for Ontario products. 


Ontario’s leading markets in Western 
Europe and the value of exports in 1985 
were the United Kingdom ($880 million), 
West Germany ($385 million), Nether- 
lands ($235 million), Switzerland ($216 
million), Belgium-Luxembourg ($207 
million), France ($151 million), and 
Sweden ($88 million). 


After rising sharply in 1984, Ontario’s 
trade with Western Europe grew moderate- 
ly in 1985. Exports were up 4 per cent 
On an annual basis. Expanded shipments 
to Switzerland, Belgium and France 
accounted for most of the year-over- 
-year increase. 


Ontario’s leading exports to Western 
Europe in 1985 included non-ferrous 
metals ($555. million)... “chemiea,) 
proaqucts- ($173- milli onj:e~. office 
equipment ($160 million), food and 
agricultural products ($292 million), 
industrial machinery ($112 million) and 
communications equipment ($95 million). 


Shipments of chemicals and office 
equipment to Western Europe increased 
in 1985. Sales of industrial equip- 
ment, food and agricultural products 
and communications equipment declined 
in value. Market conditions continued 
to constrain trade in the non-ferrous 
metals sector. 


Ontario’s trade balance with Western 
Europe has deteriorated sharply since 
1980. In 1985, Ontario’s imports from 
the region were valued at $4.9 billion, 
$2.4 billion more than the value of our 
export trade. 


Ontario bought $818 million worth of 
industrial machinery and $471 million 
of food and agricultural products from 
Western Europe in 1985. These products 
were our two leading imports from the 
region. 
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Pacific Rim 


The Pacific Rim represents a source of 
growing opportunity for Ontario bus- 
iness. Ontario’s exports to the region 
were valued at $1.4 billion in 1985. 
This represents an increase of 7 per 
cent over the preceding year. 


Japan was Ontario’s most important 
customer in the Pacific Rim in 1985. 
Japanese imports from Ontario were 
valued at $450 million. Other leading 
markets and the value of exports of 
Ontario goods, ranked in order of 
descending importance, were Australia 
($263 million), the People’s Republic 
of China ($163 million), Hong Kong 
($135 million), South Korea ($81 
million) and New Zealand ($72 million). 


Ontario’s trade with China displayed 
particularly rapid growth in 1985. 
Exports were up by 136 per cent on a 
year-to-year basis. Sales to Japan, 
Australia, Hong Kong, New Zealand, and 
South Korea also increased. Exports to 
the Asean group declined in value. 


The leading products exported by Ont- 
ario to the Pacific Rim in 1985 were 
non- ferrous metals ($227 million), 


food and agricultural products ($121 
ni hiGon); pihastiic orpdaquels 4.5104 
million), automotive parts ($96 
million), industrial machinery ($81 
million), communications equipment ($72 
million), and office machinery ($69 
million). 


Despite the expansion of Ontario’s ex- 
ports to the area, the Province still 
sells far less than it imports from the 
Pacigic Rims. In 1985, Ontario’s im- 
ports from the Pacific Rim countries 
exceeded $4 billion, triple the value 
of our export trade. 


South and Central America 


Exports from Ontario to South and Cent- 
ral America were valued at $907 million 
in 1985. Shipments to the area were 4 
per cent lower than in 1984. 


Factors beyond the influence of provin- 
cial firms have constrained the growth 
of Ontario’s trade with South and Cen- 
tral America in recent years. The re- 
gion nevertheless remains an important 
commercial partner. It ranks fourth in 
global terms behind the United States, 
Western Europe and the Pacific Rim in 
the value of goods imported from 
Ontario. 


Exports to Ontario’s top-ranked market 
in Latin America, Mexico, increased 9 
per cent to $195 million in 1985. 
Puerto Rico ($95 million), Venezuela 
($91 million), Colombia ($83 million) 
and Brazil ($61 million) were other 
leading destinations for Ontario 
OroOdveLs-: Merchandise exports to 
Puerto Rico and Brazil increased 
between 1984 and 1985, while shipments 
to Venezuela and Colombia declined in 
value. 


Trade with Latin America helps generate 
activity in a number of important sec- 
tors of Ontario’s economy. Automotive 
parts ($210 million) and motor vehicles 
($91 million) were Ontario’s leading ex- 


ports to the area in 1985. Other top- 
-ranked exports included industrial 
machinery ($84 million), food and 


agricultural products ($82 million) and 
communications equipment ($52 million). 


Ontario’s imports from Latin America 
were valued at $1.5 billion in 1985. 
Auto parts, the largest item, represen- 
ted a third of the value of these pur- 
chases. Ontario also imported $347 
million of food and agricultural 
products. 


Middle East 


Ontario’s exports to the Middle East 
were valued at $384 million in 1985. 
Between 1984 and 1985, the value of 
Ontario’s shipments to the region 
dropped sharply, falling by 45 per 
Cemu. A pronounced reduction in 
exports to Saudi Arabia was the major 
factor underlying the decline. 


Leading Ontario markets and the value 
of provincial exports in 1985 were 
Turkey ($114 million), Saudi Arabia 
($92. millton), Ysrael: ($3r milprans, 
Egypt. ($25 millionj and tran, G22 
million). 


Ontario’s leading exports to the Middle 


East included communications equipment 
($110 “million), motor vehicles (g50 
million), industrial machinery ($37 


million) and aircraft and parts ($21 
million). 


Ontario imported $90 million worth of 
goods from the Middle East in 1985. 


Africa 


Ontario exported $164 million worth of 
goods to Africa in 1985, up 15 per cent 
from a year earlier. Leading markets 
were South Africa ($34 million), 
Cameroon ($25 million), Algeria ($17 
million), Nigeria ($14 million) Guinea 
($14 million) and Ghana ($9 million). 


Sales to Cameroon quadrupled while 
exports to Algeria jumped 84 per cent 
between 1984 and 1985. Increased 
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exports to these two countries were 
largely responsible for the expansion 
in Ontario’s trade with the region. 
pxports to South Wrrica. dec ined 
sharply, falling by 52 per cent in 
value. 


Ontario’s major exports to Africa in 
1985 included aircraft and parts ($39 
million), industrial machinery ($22 
million), railroad equipment ($14 
mon)... Tood “and “agricultural 
products ($13 million), and commun- 
ications equipment ($12 million). 
Exports of transportation and com- 
mercial telecommunications equipment 
showed the most buoyancy in 1985. 
Sales of machinery declined in value. 


Ontario’s purchases from Africa were 
valued at $155 million in 1985, the 
most significant import being food and 
agricultural products. 


Eastern Europe 


Eastern Europe currently accounts for a 
comparatively small component of Ontar- 
io’s export trade. Sales to the region 
were valued at $74 million in 1985, 
down from $126 million a year earlier. 
Exports were constrained by reduced 
hard currency earnings in a number of 
countries during the year. 
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The Soviet Union with imports valued at 
$27 million was Ontario’s largest cus- 
tomer in Eastern Europe in 1985. Other 
leading markets for Ontario goods in- 
cluded Hungary ($12 million), Czechoslo- 
vakia ($9 million), and East Germany 
($7 million). While sales of Ontario 
goods to the Soviet Union declined, 
exports to Hungary, Czechoslovakia and 
Bulgaria increased significantly 
between 1984 and 1985. 


Ontario leading exports to Eastern 
Europe in 1985 were industrial 
machinery ($15 million), food and 
agricultural products ($10 million), 
and motor vehicles ($8 million). 


Ontario imported $100 million worth of 
goods from Eastern Europe in 1985.
